With Barnyard Manure 
Fertilizer plots established 43 y ears 
ago at the Pennsy lv ania ex periment 
station hare y ielded some v ery inter­ 
esting information. 
According to Pro 
fessor Gardner, manu re applied at the 
rate of six tons per acre to these 
plots made it worth $3.8 5 per ton, hu t 
when u sed at the rate of ten tons it 
was worth only $2.7 2 per ton. 
The re­ 
su lts of his ex periment show that the 
most profitable u se of manu re is to 
spread it at the rate of fiv e or six 
tons per acre rather than ten or twelv e 
tons,' which is commonly practiced. 
These ex periments also show that 
when manu re was su pplemented with 
acid phosphate, the increased crops 
produ ced y ielded a su bstantial profit 
ov er the cost of tin* acid phosphate. 
Lt is profitable to mix barny ard ma­ 
nu re with some form of phosphate fer­ 
tilizer, especially on soils which hav e 
been growing crops for many y ears as 
they are likely to be deficient in phos­ 
phoru s. 
Ev en the dairy farmer is find­ 
ing it to his adv antage to su pplement 
manu re with v ariou s fertilizers. 
'Fite 
lowlands are qu ite likely to he lacking 
in potash and u nless there is an u n­ 
limited su pply of horse manu re, some 
form of potash fertilizer can la* u sed 
with profit on su ch soil.

to the children, but will hold an un­ 
deniable intercut for the followers of 
science.

they never go about on land nt all. 
They are rather small, with mouse- 
colored backs, and are disting uished 
by verj largo webbed hind feet. They 
live constantly In the water, and often 
poise there motionless, balancing on 
their webbed hind feet. 
Fifty Chameleons on Display. 
Fifty chameleons were in the col­ 
lection. 
They arc characterized by 
peculiar tongues, which extend for a

their bodies, tails which curl up like 
corkscrews and eyes which 
operate 
separately from each other. 
There » re also strang e spring-tailed 
lizards and monitor lizards that live 
on crocodile eggs.

The pangolin lived for four 
of the eight months the Smithsonian 
expedition lasted, hut died before the 
end of ihe trip. 
The pang olin is re 
lilted to beasts of prehistoric times 
and would have been an Interesting

tional zoo. 
Bible readers will recog nize in the 
hyraxes brought over with the expe­ 
dition the "coney" of biblical annals. 
The by rax. though only tin* size of a 
rabbit. Is a near relative of the ele 
phant. having the same toe structure. 
When 111 es* i animals are scared the 
hair on the middle of their 
hacks 
stands tip straight, separating Itself 
from the rest. 
Caracal Baby Brought Back. 
An African caracal baby survived 
the trip, much 
to every 
one’s sur­ 
prise, for they are difficult to trans­ 
port, 
If is probably the only one that 
has been brought to this country In 
the last 10 years. 
It is a beautiful 
animal and lias become quite fame 
from constant association with man 
since early* babyhood.
